TEE JOLO TREATY.

Senate Kind i'renideut. 


Washington. Dec. 14.—The following 


is ihe mam part of the agreement be- 
tween Gea. 1'ates and the sultan of 
Jolo, better known as the Jolo treaty, 
which has been sent to the senate by 
the president: 


The sovereignty 
of the 
United 


States over the whole archipelago of 
Jolo and its dependencies is declared 
and acknowledged. 


The United States flag will be used 


in the archipelago oi Jolo and its de- 
pendencies on land and sea. 


The rights and dignities of his high- 


ness, the sultan, and his datos, shall 
be fully respected.; the Jloros shall 
not be interfered with oa account of 
their religion. 


While the United States may occupy 


and control such points in the archi- 
pelago of Jolo, as public interests 
seem to demand, encroachment "will 
not be made upon the lands immedi- 
ately about The residence of his high- 
ness, the sultan, unless militaryneces- 
sity requires such occupation in case 
of war with a foreign power, and, 
•where the property of individuals is 
taken, due compensation will be made 
in each case. 


All trade in domestic product* of 


the archipelago of Jolo, when carried 
on by the sultan and his people with 
any part of the Philippine islands^and 
•when conducted under the American 
flag shall be free, unlimited and undu- 
tiable. 


The sultan of Jolo shall be allowed 


to communicate direct with the gov- 
ernor general of the Philippine is- 
lands, in making- complaint against 
the commanding officer of Jolo, or 
agiinst any na^al commander. 


The introduction of fire arms and 


v-.ar material is forbidden, except un- 
der authority of the got w nor general 
of the Philippine islands. 


Piracy must be suppressed, and thp 


sultan and his datos agree to hearsily 
co-operate with the United States au- 
horities to that end. 


The United States will give full pro- 


ffction to the sultan and his subjects 
'is case any foreign nation should at- 
tv-mpt to impose upon them.

CCOBDUfQ to railroad oflicial 
figrure*. Utah ia one of the larg- 
est cattle shipping stntea In the 


country. There are about 200,000 »at- 
tle in thi» rt»te, and the cattle grow- 
ing iudu»trj- i» rapidly increasing. 
During the preaent year the shipment's 
from Utah, Idaho, Oregon, Washing- 
ton and Nevada have been about 10,000 
carlo»d»—32 cattle average & carload. 
More than one-fifth 
of these ship- 


ment* arc from Utah. The shipment*, 
which are mainly to Chicago packers, 
hare increased about 25 per cent, dur- 
ing this year. The buslnew has In- 
creased uo largely that the Utah raJl- 
roada find it difficult to get a sufficient 
number of cars. This i* mainly due to 
the advanced prices p»ld by Chicago 
packer* and the advance in beef, and 
the stimulus IB the western trade is 
caused by tb«s. decline of the cattle 
producing industry in other states. 
Chicago packers now pay from 50 
cent« to one dollar per hundred pounds 
more than they did last year. 
Thus 


the Utah cattle baron is becoming 
richer; and the packers of Chicago 
must also charge more to the con- 
sumer. 
And when it is stated that 


the merchantable portion of a beef is 
only about 00 per cent., it may be un- 
derstood why the price of beef in the 
east has advanced. Yet the cattle In- 
dustrv was never more prosperous Ji> 
this and adjoining states—with the ex- 
ception of Nevada. 
The cattle Jbar- 


o»s are growing wealthy, and the 
small farmers are expanding into "bar- 
ons." for nearly every farmer is a cat- 
tle raiser, though in a small way. 
The field here is more inviting than 
elsewhere, not only because of the ex- 
tensive ranges, but the saline lakes, 
and salt deposits, also. These abound 
throughout aouthern Utah, and the 
cattle raiser pays little or nothing, for 
his salt. In mos.t instances he Is saved

Another lou» is from the "ru»tl«rs." 


There are gong* cf thews o«itle thievei 
extending from the northern line of 
Utal> through to Arizona, and they 
prey upon the cattle baron*. When 
cattle are ctolen from, one ranch in 
the north they are driven down th« 
trail into Arizona; and when stolen 
in tlie Eoutii they are driven north, 
or sold along the line. Organiied ex- 
peditions have failed to break up these 
gangs. When pursued they escape to 
the mountain*, where it i* Impossible 
to follow with any degree of safety. 
These thieves, generally masked, ride 
uwiftly in the direction of a drove of 
cattle, discharging firearm*, yelling 
and waving- red blanket*. Thl* causes 
a pnnic. Cattle are easily stampeded, 
just a* human being* are penic- 
gtricken, at real or imaginary danger. 
A flash of lightning, a thunderstorm, 
the howl of a wolf, or the yell of the 
"rustler" starts a stampede. 


Every horned head is lifted, and with 


gleaming eyes the cattle rush blindly, 
madly in any direction—!nto a river or 
over a precipice. It is death to an ani- 
mal who fails to keep up in the stam- 
pede—he is run over and stamped to 
death by thousands of hoofa. A stam- 
pede means a great loss to the owner, 
for many are killed in this way. nnd. In 
order to break the cattle of being panic- 
stricken, tie most hysterical or "nerv- 
ous" ones are shot by the cowboys. 
When two herds come together the 
stampede is almost beyond control, and 
the death rate is large, as there is also 
considerable fighting ninong them for 
the right of way. The cowboys mount 
their bronchos and attempt to head off 
the leaders by getting on one side and 
turning them. When turned the cattle 
are driven into a circle until they are 
tired out, or their scare is over. Some- 
times it requires weeks to collect a 
stampeded "bunch." 
But when they 


are stampeded by the rustlers, a num- 
ber are driven away. There may be n 
few shots exchanged between the cow-

the trouble of "salting" them—the cat- 
tle do that themselves. 


On the margin of the Great Salt Lake 


there is a deposit of aout 150,000 U>ns 
of salt, and the accumulation is about 
30,000 tons yearly. 
The margin is 


dotted with "salt forms." like a thickly 
settled ruining camp. These farmers 
gather the salt, or solution, and when 
the brine has been extracted by cither 
steam process or solar heat the pure 
salt is sold to the cattle barons, and at 
very low fig-urea. Large quantities are 
shipped to packers at Chicago and Mis- 
souri river points. This "raw mate- 
rial," which can be had at a small cost, 
or for the trouble of gathering it, is an 
important item in the Utah cattle bar- 
on's favor, and perhaps adds no little 
to tie 
increase of the number of 


"ranches" in this state. 


The cattle industry has largely de-

Possible Additions to the President's OfficjajI Fanflg * 


What Would Be Expected of a becretaru tor the 


Colonies .-.- Demand for a Depart- 


ment of Commerce. 


IS possiblB and many think 
it probable that two new cab- 
inet office* vrill be created 


by the Fifty-sixth congre»B. For manv 
rears buslnes* men have wanted a de- 
partment of trade and commerce, and 
since the late war with Spain we have 
iieard something about the need of a 
colonial secretary. 


From Us inception the president*! of- 


ficial family has been a growing one. 
Washington started with only four cab- 
inet officials—secretary of state, secre- 
tary of the treasury, secretary of war 
and attorney general. IB 1T9S a, secre- 
tary of the »avy was added. The office 
of postmaster general was organized by 
act of congress am early as 1794, but was 
deemed subordinate to the treasury de- 
partment until 1829, -when Jackson in- 
Tited the postmaster general to the 
cabinet meetings. The department of 
t£e interior was created in 1S49. In 
18S8 the department of agriculture was 
organized and given a representative in 
the cabinet. 


Under the old regime there was no 


colonial secretary, because no colonies. 
Since the war with Spain a new condi- 
tion of affairs has arisen. The United 
States has come into the possession of 
colonies which must be given intelli- 
gent government. Cuba is temporarily 
under the jurisdiction of the United 
States. Porto Rico and all the otber 
possessions of Spain in the West Indies 
have come under the flag- permanently. 
Hawaii has asked for and bet'ti given 
the protection of the flag, and the I'hii- 
i'ppines have come in by purchase. The 
Sulu islands, Guam, and the Samoan is- 
land lately acquired, slso want nUeU- 
tion. To these may be added the ter- 


For some years there ha. been * 


Crowing demand from business men 
sonnected with large commercial In- 
terest, for a department of trad* and 
commerce. Many of the luropean goj- 
eminent, have organized «uch a depart- 
ment. In this country, however, tn« 
only move In that direction by th« gov- 
ernment was the creation by act of con- 
crress in 1887 of the interstate com- 
merce commission. This commission 
has large power* over the railway., but 
of course has no authority for attempt- 
In jr to promote manufacturing inter- 
est*. Manufacturers and business men. 
generally are now pointing to the agri- 
cultural department and claiming: that 
If that is so great a help to the farmer, 
as it certainly has proved, then a de- 
partment of trade and .ommerce mu.» 
bringabout for them similar advantage*. 
Only the other day the New York board 
of trade and transportation adopted ft 
resolution in favor of establishing such 
a department. But perhaps the strong- 
est appeal has come from the National 
Association of Manufacturers. 
Th« 


450 delegates to the last annual conven- 
tion of that body almost to a man ad- 
vocated taking up the matter and puah- 
ing it to a co»«lusion. The scheme Is a 
big one. 
It contemplates reorganisa- 


tion and vast Improvement in the con- 
sular service. It would take an enor- 
mous amount of matter with which 
they are now overloaded from the 
treasury and war department*.

would add another member to the pre»- 
ident'e official family and make him re- 
sponsible for the successful advance- 
ment of American trade in 
forelgm

A suted number 
are detailed to go with each cattle 
train to feed and water the stock, and 
keep the fighting down to the mini- 
mum. The cattle train stops at stated 
points, when the animals are driven 
out to be fed and watered. The la-w 
tn this nnd most othei states desig- 
nates certain points, and requires this 
to be done nt least once in every 24 
hours. Cattle are -unruly and will not 
stand compact, or dove-tailed, like 
sheep, and many are tramped to death 
en route. A cattle train is usually 
se-ren days out from Utah to Chicago.

tained that the box contained nothing 
dutiable it was turned over to Under- 
taker Schweitzer, and will be placed 
without ceremony, in the Melms family 
vault, the funeral having- occurred in 
Germany. 


Mrs. Melms -was one of the oldest res- 


idents of Milwaukee. She came to Mil- 
waukee in 1S3S, and resided here until 
a rear ago. She -went to Weisbaden 
Germany, on account of failing health 
being accompanied by her daughter 
Bertha, it. was her last request that the 
remains be placed beside those of her 
husband in the Milwaukee cemetery 
and after they were cremated at Heidel 
berg the ashes were forwarded in this 
strange fashion.

Matohmaking, once the most fatal of 


all trades, eiitiance into which meant 
certain death, and death in its most 
horrible lorms. within B few years, is 
no longer unheolthf ul. Phosphoric poi- 
soning, the great cause of mortality, 
is now onlj possible through the care- 
lessness of the operathe. Necrosis, or 
rotting of the bone tissues, which was 
the chief symptom cf the progress of 
phosphoric poisoning, is no longer to 
be seen in match factories. A proper re- 
gard for sanitary laws and the use of 
special apparatus intended to cany off 
the fumes have brought this about. So 
it is in the manufacture of other dead- 
ly chemical preparation*. 


In Baltimore some of the deadliest 


drugs known to rnedicni science are man- 
ufactured in great quantities and with 
entire safety to the work people and 
the community at large. 


H j drocj anic acid, for example, which 


is used in minute quantities by physi- 
cians for many purposes, is largely man- 
ufactured here. This, the most potent 
of all the acid poisons. Is so deadly that 
its commercial form, which contains 
but two per cent, of the acid in solution 
in water, is not obtainable from the 
chemist except after the most rigid ex- 
amination of the purchaser. A drop of 
this fluid hypodennacally 
injected 


would result in instant death. The in- 
halation of the pure acid, which fs 
g-aseous in form, would have the same 
effect. The odor of an 18 per cent solu- 
tion would be practically as fatal. Yet 
this is the substance which, in minute 
quantities, gives its odor to the peach 
kernel. The man -who discovered it 
paid for his knowledge with his life, 
cTying from inhalation. It is now pro- 
duced in air-tight retorts and receivers, 
and there is no occasion for the work- 
man to come in contact with any of the 
acids To the trade it is known as.prus- 
sic ncld. 
Next to prussic acid, BO far as Balti- 


more manufactures go, come the vn- 
nous compounds of copper, all of which 
are deadly 
Sulphuric acid, the most 


important" acid of commerce, at its po- 
tency as a reagent makes it indispensa- 
ble in manufacturing, is tn.ide here.

%Vhile of greater power, it •> not near- 
ly so dangerous as nitric acid, which is 
almost equally important, but which 
is volatile, and. therefore, more to be 
feared. When a carboy of this stuff 
bursts the men desert the building. 


A story Is told which illustrates the 


danger from nitric acid. Ihe incident 
occurred more than a year ago, but it is 
still talked of in the trad*, even though 
it happened elsewhere. 


Through Use carelessnesa of a work- 


man in the shipping department a car- 
boy was broken. All the men in the 
department 
departed without cere- 


mony, and for a little space no oae ap- 
proached the acid. It spread out upon 
the floor and over a lot of sawdust, and 
soon it was observed that the sa-vd'ust 
was smoldering. It wa» ther- seen that 
unless something was dome the entire 
works would be burned, not only caus- 
ing money loss, but throwing hundreds 
of men out of employment. Four men 
emploj cd in the acid department volun- 
teered to put out the fire and were al- 
lowed to make the attempt, in which 
they succeeded easily 
and speedily. 


Moreover, they come out of the room 
apparently unaffected by the noxious 
fumes, one or two returning to their 
wo»k, and the others, whose time it was 
tc rest iroing to their homes, as if noth- 
ing out"oi the way had happened, and 


it. Feodoroft, a young Kussian, has 


invented a flying machine which he 
claims can be easily maneuvered in 
the air at -any height. The apparatus 
has a double set of tubes— the hori- 
zontal for the propulsion of the ma- 
chine and the vertical to make it rise 
or fall. 


The motive power is provided by 


concentrated gases, generated 
from 


liquids which are stored 
in special 


reservoirs. These liquids pass through 
special tubes into a furnace, where 
their combustion produces sufficient 
gas to drive the machine easily. There 
is no danger of fire, as the apparatus 
is constructed entirely of metal, while 
the car for the aeronaut is separated 
from the lamp by several layers of in- 
combustible material. 


The car of M. "FeodorofFs model Is 


made to hold one person.. The maxi- 
mum speed of the machine is from 140 
to 160 kilometers Cor 108 miles) an 
hour. 


M. Feodoroff was aided in his inven- 


tion by M. Dupont, a Frenchman, -who 
discovered the substance from which 
the gas is obtained. These young men 
will arrive at St. Petersburg shortly 
and wjll g-ive a public demonstration 
of the capabilities of the machine.

For England the gates of the Tem- 


ple of Janus are neldom closed. Enf- 
liind • has had more warn than any 
other notion of the first or the necond 
class which the world ha* seen in th« 
modern «ge. When William, the duke 
of Normandy, conquered England, ia 
1000, overthrowing the Saxon dynatfty 
and starting- tlie Norman line of mon- 
arch*, he created a feud between Eng- 
land and JFrance by inciting claim* 
on the part of English kings to th« 
French crown, which put thme two 
countries on opposite- side* in nearly 
all the wars which waged ia Europ* 
from tuat day to Waterloo, 1% ce»- 
turies later. Some of tbe*e -warm haw 
altered the current of the w»rW« bla- 
tory from their day down to to* 
present time. 


By England'* war again** Spain* 


which culminated, in the destruction 
of Philip !F» inrindble armada ia 
1588, 
Spain's primacy among the nar 


tion» ended, and her decline and fall 
dates from that event. By the war 
of 1651-4, during the dayi when Crom- 
well wa» at the head of the govern- 
ment, waged between England and 
Holland, then the greatest power In 
the world, Holland was started on 
the downward course, a feud was cre- 
ated between the Dutch and the Eng- 
lish which, in. one of its roanifa«ta- 
tiocs, is raging to-day in South Af- 
rica, and England laid the foundation 
of its preeminence in commerce and 
in naval strength.

English prestige lost In the American 
revolution was regained. 


As a consequence of the war of 13U- 


15 with the United States England 
waa forced to relinquish the right of 
search of vessels of other nations ft* 
sea, although tbis was act mentioned 
in th« ir-aty of Ghent, which, brought 
the war to an end. The Crimean war 
saved Turkey from the same sort of 
ultimate subjection and suzerainty tt> 
Russia -which England established, or 
which she now seeks to establish, in 
the Transvaal. On the whole, nearly- 
all of England's wars have resulted 
in gains, immediate or ultimate, to 
her, exeent the two she waged against 
the United States. Whether or no* 
the -war against the South African Re- 
public and the Orange Free Staw 
will advance England's power and in- 
fluence is a question which cannot b« 
answered with confidence for » few 
weeks, possibly a few months, 
to 


come; but probably this will eventu- 
ally result in British gain.— Leslie's 
Weekly.
